Texas Board 


Texas’ tax rate for 1936 was 
set by the State automatic tax 
board this week at 62 cents on 
$100 property valuation. 
The rate is the same as that 
for 1935. The tax is divided into: 
Confederate pension levy, seven 
cents; levy for state general pur­ 
poses, 35 cents; and levy for state 
school purposes, 20 cents. 
The taxes become payable Oct. 
1. If not paid before Feb. 1, 1937 
penalties begin to accrue. After 
June, 1937 both penalties and in­ 
terest are charged. A section of 
the tax law allowing deductions 
for p a y m e n t in October, N ovem t>er 
and D ecem b er was held unconsti­ 
tutional.
